HIKERS IN WILMINGTON, 





Fire Engine Salute for Suffragists 
After Fourteen-Mile Walk. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WILMINGTON, Dél., Feb. 18.--The lit- 
tle army of suffragists led by Gen. Rosa- 
lie Jones reached this city this afternoon 
on the 225-mile hike from New York to 
Washington. Mayor Harrison W. Hoyw- 
ell was on hand to welcome the Army of 
the Hudson. The crowd was so great 


about the City Hall that the Mayor es- 
corted the pilgrims and the host-‘of war 
correspondents into the Council Chamber. 
| There he made an address of welcome. 
Mayor Howell apparently desired it to be 
understqod that he was not entirely in 
sympathy with the cause and the march, 
for he said that there were many who 
were not in favor of suffrage for women. 
He said, however, that all must have 
great respect for women who in their en- 
thusiasm for a belief would leave good 
homes and hike down Winter roads. 





Shortly before the army left Chester, 
Penn., this morning, Major Stundell of 


Lebanon, Penn., gave a large box to Gen. 
Jones. When opened it was found to con- 
tain smaller boxes, each, filled with pret- 
zels. There was one box for each of the 
| hikers. It was learned this morning that 
through a mistake a large box of hard- 
tack and army rations donated by Mrs.

CHAUFFEUR AIDS IN ARREST)

As Warren H. Michener, manager of 
the Fulton Market office of the Postal 
Telegraph Company, walked out of the

The dog who will stand anything is a poor 
thing, of no use as a protector, and a de- 
moralizing companion for a child with 
that tendency toward cruelty to animals 
which: so few children lack.

sary that they should learn from experi-

temper and character. As a matter of

deductions from the behavior of one or a 
few dogs. The right dog to get for a child 
depends a good deal upon the child and 
the training it has had. Some children 
earn, and therefore get, the friendship of 
any dog, while to others any dog is dan- 
gerous. There is no “ best” dog and no 
‘worst,’ their virtues and vices being 
so largely reflections from or reactions to 
their human companions.

He can still 
get material for a vook, but as a purveyor 
of news he tends to become more and more 
with every war the humble press agent 
of a General who will permit criticism as 
little as the premature disclosure of mili- 
tary plans.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18-—The Senate 
this afternoon repassed the Immigration 
bill over the President's veto by a vote 
of 72 to 18$—or exactly four to one. The 
President had been working hard to win 
over enough Senators to sustain his ob- 
jec’ ons to the bill, and he did muster 
on to-day’s roll call twice as many votes 
as he had yesterde y on the motion to take 
up the bill for reconsideration. But as 
soon aS the calling of the roll began it 
was evident that he would be overwhelm- 
ingly reversed. It was the largest vote 
of the session, only five Senators failing 
“* answer. 
| The bill was sent to the House as quick- 
lly as possible, and it is expected that ac- 
jtion will quickly be taken there. There is 
llittle doubt, both sides admit, that the 
House will follow the Senate in overriding 
the President's veto. A tew of the Repre- 
sentatives who opposed the bill on its first 
passage have been won over to vote 
against the motion to repass it, but it is 
said that these are too tew to prevent a 
two-thirds plurality.
